Editoh (.'oi.oNiiT. — I was much intero.stcd 
in one of your editorials, of n week er two 
ago, in which you called particular utleiition 
to the li.slierics of Vancouver Island. It w uB 
n valuable and timely urticlo. I pioposa to 
follow it up by inviting ymir attonlioo, and 
the iiltentii n of yo.ir rs.iders, to (fitiother of 
the resources of this colony, to which much 
less nllentioii has been paid by your tner- 
chants and capitalists than it deserves — viz.. 
lha lumber trade. 

Hitherto the minds of 'all in tho colony, 
and of those coming here, have been so dnz 
riod wiili tiiegoldoflliL Fraser or Cariboo that 
the " • sourees of tha colony have b' 
aluio^! I .iiiroly overlooked; yet I do not 
hesitate to say, and I speak from personal 
knowledge, for I have lived in the Kastern 
colonies, ibat the quantities of Hs'i upon our 
coasts are greater than upon the coast of 
Newfoundland; and .that our faeililics for 
lumbering, and for cei-tain kinds of .shipbuild- 
ing, are better than in New Brunswick ; yot 
these colonies .started upon no gold e.xeite 
inenl. Nev;fonndland has flourished and 
ciuislantly ■;ruwn, depending almost solely on 
it^ ti^h and oil for an e.vport ; and Xew 
Itruijswiek lias also nourished and constantly 
grown, depending almost solaly on its lumber 
for its export. 

Now mark tho ^Ufforenoe — wo are cou- 
fined to no one resonr^ei. we >hay.^flsh in 
abundance, more 'than can.-be foiind in Kew- 
foundland, yet, a population of 150,000 are 
supported iu (hat colony almost solely by its 
(isnorios. We iliaVo lumber and spars iu 
great abundauce, more than can ha found in 
\ew llrungwick and much more .neecssible ; 
yet a population of 800,000, directly or indi- 
rectly, draw support from the lumber ot Now 
IJruriswick. Our agricultural capabilities are 
much superior lo those of Newfoumllaud, ami 
probably not inferior to those of Nov.- iiniiis- 
vviok. We have gold which noiilior of these 
colonies po.ssess, end we can coniniaiul a 
commerce which neither ol these colonies 
can ever dreani nf. 

In fact, it would be diifioult lo point out 
at this day, a single colony oi Great IMtain 
which posses.sos sncli a \atiety of resources, 
so easily c.ipable of produoinir wo.ilih, as 
Vancouver Inland and ISrilish Columbia. 

Nntwiibstanding all this, there is no deny- 
ing that tilings do not look s> flourishing just 
now as tliey iiiiglit. Kvery steamer takes 
away hundreds wiio ate not likely to return, j 
nnd consequently, a slight feeling of dis- 
couragement pervades nil classes. Why is 
this! It \3 because we have disregarded 
these various bounties whic'.i a gooti I'ro- 
vidoncB has provided for our use. The crops 
are ripe, but we do not reap them. Enter- 
prize, with prudence, is what ii wanted 
Itegular oKl-lash;oned Itritish qualities aro 
these. Ilavo wo lost them? Select your 
work-people of Vancouver, and ombine 
capital, skill and labor, and your e jimtry and 
oily will be safe enough. If you will let your 
crops rot in the field, your fences and your 
barns willisoon.rot altOi ' , . 

Tha lumber .business here oOfers extra- 
ordinary advantages and profits over any 
lumber producing region, except' the neigh- 
boring sound, with which I am acquainted. 
I am told,. that during the past ycari the cost 
ol making -lumber at tho mills on tho Sound 
has been carefully estimated, and is from 
S.T to $6 per thousand feet, depending 
upon tho rate' of wages- and the , distance 
necessary to hauf the logs to the mill. The 
price of lumber at the mill by tlio cargo 
lias been from SIO lo 814 per thousand, cash. 

We arc fituatcd a,s well as any country on 
the I'acitio ocean to supply the want.? in 
lumber ol all those countries which surround 
il. W'o abound with the raw material, and 
the numberless deep inlets of our coast ten- 
diT il so easy ol access that lumber can bo 
inado and delivoreil on board vessels at uii 
extremely low cost compared with New 
liruiiswick or Canada. 

In (.lanada logs and lumber aro rafted hun- 
dreds of miles down rivers and through can- 
als before reaching inirkols or ports of ship- 
merit. In Xew Brunswick logs and lumber 
have to bo rafted long distances down the 
yt. .lohn, Merimacbi, and other rivers, to 
purls of shipment ; besides which, in cou.^e- 
ipierice of the long continued prosecution of 
the buaineas, lugs have to bu hauled c insi Icr- 
able distances from where] they were fulled 
before they can be floated in tho rivers.

'riieu as to markets. .Most of our mar- 
kets are yet in their infancy, hut almost 
every country on the I'acilic promises to be- 
eo no one. Cliina %>'ll bccotuo an cnormoui 
consr.mcr ; so also Australia. Xew //Miami, 
.I,ip,in, llie .Staled of Houth America, Central 
America and Alexioo. \VI|ilo for spars we 
have not only all thasc countries hut .fvirope 
and tho Eastern States of America fin- lar^^cr 
buyers. Is il known lo your readers that our 
spars have been.tesled by some of the Kuro- 
pean Uovornih'ants'- in coinpari.-;on wild the 
ijost Xorway spars and fjund topoi=-'.Si a 
large pereenl.u;u more id' .streii;;ili, elc. 

Any one may engage profUably in t'uis 
business who understands working lumber 
and'Who bus a few thousands ot dollars capi- 
tal, or who enjoys tbe eonfldoncc of tii ise 
merchants beru who have publio spirit 
enough to credit him with the means of 
building u mill.' Baf this is'a business which 
needs no infancy and^cllildhbpd.^' It may 
very properly nomo'inlb'eslstenoe'fiili grown; 
and a largo business would have more pros- 
perity ihiui a small one. Let me give some 
ronsoiis why.
